Constable Says 

A coroner's inquest under Dr. 
L. W. Dales was held in the town 
hall on Tuesday evening to in- 
ouire into the deaths of Frank 
Williamson, Sunnyside Ave., To- 
ronto, and Thay Kent, Tyndall 
Ave., Toronto, as a result of an 
accident on Yonge St. early on 
the morning of Aug. 6. 

The jury brought in the fol- 
lowing verdict: "We the jury 
impanelled to inquire into the 
death of Thay Kent and Frank 

Williamson, find that they came 
to their death on or about Aug. 
6\ 1 038, between 12 and 12.30 
a.m., by a head-on collision be- 
tween cars driven by the de- 
ceased Frank Williamson and 
Abe Zigglcstcin, on highway No. 
11, two miles north of Eagle St." 
The jury was composed of Bert 

Morrison (foreman), Ben Wilson, 
Bert Hughes, Edward Boyd. Fred 
Lundy, John Luck, D'Arcy Mil- 
ler, and Joseph Brammer. N. L. 
Mathews acted for the crown. 

Dr. B. R. Sinclair, Bradford, 
who performed an autopsy on 
Williamson's body, testified at 
the inquest that he had received 
severe lacerations on the upper 
and lower lips, bruises on the 
legs, and several fractures, and 
that the injuries were sufficient 
to Cciuse death. A superficial 
examination of Mr. Kent dis- 
closed that the whole front of 
his chest had been fractured, and 
his neck broken.

Constable J. Sloss. "Williamson 
was still in the car behind the 
steering wheel, and he was 
breathing when taken from thej 
car but he died about five min- 
utes after he was removed. Both 

cars were badly damaged and 
Kent was lying on the east side' 
of the road dead." 

"When I arrived I found the 
coupe, owned by Kent and driven' 
by Williamson, facing- east with 
the rear bumper at the west side 
of the pavement," stated Pro- 
vincial Constable H. Jackman. 
"On the east shoulder was a 
sedan facing south-west while 
the right corner was at the cast' 
edge of the pavement. I was un- ' 
able to find any skid marks, but | 
there v/as a deep gouge mark 
seven feet from the cast edge 
and two other scratch marks. Thej 
driver of the sedan was Abe 
Zigglestcin. 

"In the Kent car there was a 
strong odor of alcohol or liquor 
but a blood lest of both Kent and 
Williamson, analyzed by Prof.

All Crop Yields Improved 
This Year, Smith States 



Not So Pleased With Pros- 
pects Of Good Prices 
For Producers 

"In general there seems to be 
a good yield of every crop we 
grow," stated Fred N. Smith, 
manager of the Newmarket Far- 
mers* Co-operative store. "There 
is plenty of feed for the animals 
for winter and an abundance for 
both man and beast. Recent 
rains have improved pastures. 
This year is better than average, 
so far as production is concern- 
ed." 

W. M. Cockburn, agricultural 
representative, who had just re- 
turned from a two weeks vaca- 
tion when called on by The Era 
reporter, stated that the wheat 
crops were generally good all 
over the county before he left 
for his holiday and that he 
thought the recent rains around 
here would continue to improve 
the crops. The yield is above 
average but prices are already 
lower than last year at this time, 
Mr. Cockburn said. 

The wheat crop is reported 
good in all parts around here, 
according to Mr. Smith. The 
average yield is about 40 bushels 
to the acre. In some sections 
there is slight damage, caused by 
rust or grasshoppers, but rust is 
usually in low places where 
there is excess moisture. 

The price of wheat at the pres- 
ent time is only 60 to 05 cents a 
bushel, so the price will not like- 
ly be very big. Mr. Smith told 
The Era reporter. Oats and bar- 
ley will yield better than last 
year, and coarse grains are bet- 
ter, but straw is not as long a* 
usual. 

According to present Indica- 
tions potatoes will be quite cheap 
this fall as there is a good yield, 
Mr. Smith stated. There seems 
to be on abundance of all kinds 
of vegetables m prices are low. 
It is expected there will be a 
good harvest of olsike and red 
clover, 

"The farmers will not get 
enough for their labor even 
though they harvest a bumper 
crop," Mr, Smith contended.

"The wages quoted for pressor, 
finisher and operator are taken 
from a peak week in Ihe season, 
when overtime was worked. This 
firm did not use a time clock to 
register hours worked. These 
wages are for a peak week. There 
are still 51 other weeks in the 
year that people must live. When 
the year's wages are totalled and 
an average reached, we are still 
prepared to prove our statements 
that the girls did not make the 
minimum of $12.50, 

"Our aim is to force this firm 
to live up to a two-year agree- 
ment signed with our union. 
Forcing them to re-establish in 
Toronto is in the interest of the 
workers whom they threw out of 
employment"

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 

If you must knock, it is better to knock at 
someone well removed from your own town. So 
it happened that we were knocking the Bowman- 
vilie town council for forcing, in the name of 
economy, the dismissal of a public health nurse 
at a cost of $1,-200 to the council and recommend- 
ing employment of a Victorian Order Nurse at a 
cost of $500 to the council but of a total of $2,500 
to the people of the town. The editor of the 
Canadian Statesman lias gone away to Vancouver j 
to attend the annual Canadian Weekly News- 
papers Association convention and in his absence 
the town council are taking a turn at writing the 
editorials. We let them give their side of the 
nurse question: 

"Two Vexed Problems," fs Their Title 

"Perhaps the two most difficult problems thai 
your council have had to decide upon, was 'the 
re-appointment of a public health nurse* and 'the 
assessing upon the ratepayers, a sufficient sum 
requested by the high school board for an 
extension to our high school.' 

"At the beginning of this year, the council 
resolved that in every way possible, estimates and 
expenditures for the year must be cut down to 
the very lowest point, ii* keeping, of course, with 
a wise and careful outlay, on all public works, 
and other departmental operations, during the 
year. With this idea ever before us, we, along 
with other problems, fully and carefully con- 
sidered the question of the advisability of appoint- 
ing a public health nurse, whose salary and 
expenses were being charged up to the current 
tax revenue account of the town. 

"After much discussion and prolonged con- 
sideration, it was resolved to recommend to the 
board of health that this service be discontinued 
at the close of the contract, and that steps be 
taken to get in touch with the Victorian Order 
of Nurses, with headquarters at Ottawa, with a 
view to having that part-time service presented to 
<hc council and ratepayers at an early date. Your 
council claim that the former service was a social 
service and those employing it should pay for it, 
and not the regular taxpayer, with this one ex- 
ception, that where a family is on relief or known 
to he worthily in need, it should be supplied with 
the very best medical and nursing attention pos- 
sible io obtain, and the cost of same be charged to 
our regular tax revenue account. We have been 
severely criticized by some but highly commended 
by others, for our decision on this question, hut 
feel satisfied it will work out for the good of all 
the ratepayers. 

"The other outstanding problem was the request 
of the high school board. In this connection it is 
but fair to point out that the high school board's 
estimates for the year had been passed some 
months before, and lilt? tax papers v/ere in the 
hands of the ratepayers. Your council had no 
way of supplying the money asked for, only by 
borrowing from the bank at current interest, (and 
we think we already are paying far too much 
interest each year), or raising it by debenture 
loans. The question of borrowing at interest v/e 
could not favor. To issue debentures, it was 
absolutely necessary that we first submit a by-lav/ 
to the ratepayers at the next municipal election. 

"Even if a favorable expression had been given 
by public vote, we would still have to secure the 
permission from the provincial municipal board 
at Toronto, before same could be issued. It is 
public knowledge that that board has not 

•"approved of the action of certain nearby town 
councils in dealing with this high school extension 
problem. So your council are gratified in two 
ways over their decision, they v/ili not he turned 

-down by the municipal board, nor overburden an 

-already heavily taxed group of ratepayers, 
"it would not be just or fair, however, to say, 

^as has already been stated that your mayor and 
'council have caused, 'education to take a back* 
ward step/ by their careful and well considered 
action in this matter. 

"The members of council are always ready and 
willing to co-operate in any good and proper 
project, for the improvement and advancement 
of our town's best interests and the well-being of 
its people, but there are certain limits beyond 
which we cannot conscientiously go, when con- 
sidering the financial obligation we would have 
to lay upon the ratepayers, who after all, have 
elected us to 'take good care of all their interests. 
We voted to 'defer action' on this question. The 
next step as we see it, is to submit a by-law to 
the people for support or rejection, next January.

An industrialist expressed the opinion to the 
writer the either day that industry must keep 
pace with modern social trends or reap a 
whirlwind of discontent. Industry must think of 
its employees as human beings, was his thought, 

or else bring upon itself labor (roubles or bring 
upon the entire country unpleasant (loses of 
fascism or communism or both. No man iive.s 
who knows whether our modern industrial and 
economic machine can run smoothly or not. It 
never has but it does not follow that it cannot. 
There are many people who believe that, if 
industry would treat its employees and its cus- 
tomers as fairly os possible, most of our present- 
day troubles would be solved. 

That means that if industry always paid wages 
as high as Justified by its earnings, gave hours ns 
short as justified, holidays with pay, contributory 
health and sickness insurance, pensions on 
retirement, there would be no serious depressions, 
no strikes, no antagonism between employers and 
employees. We must confess ourselves pessimistic 
about the possibility of ever getting away from 
depressions and economic discontent, short of n 
great deal more direct government control over 
business, or, if you like, without a great deal 
more socialism, than we have today. Neverthe- 
less, the sane course is to try first everything 
possible to make private enterprise work. The 
trouble now is that for every Industry that is 
playing fair with public and employees, there 
ore several which are not playing fair, with no 
Intention of giving the public any greater value 
for its money, or of giving their employees any 
more money for their services, than they have 
to do. If there should be another depression com- 
ing on us, or If there is another depression 
around the corner, it Is not unfair to say that a 
good deal of the blame may be laid at the doors 
of those industries which have not passed along 
to their employees and to tho public a fair share 
of their prosperity.

Not Armaments, Minister Says 

Threat Of Russia May Bring 

Disaster, Thinks United 

Church Minister 

"The earth is shrinking and it 
is smaller than the one in which 
our fathers lived/' Rev. D. A. 
McCualg, Alcove, P.Q., told the 
congregations of the Christian 
and Trinity United churches at 
the United church In Newmarket 
on Sunday morning, 

"In our father's time the fast- 
est means of travel was by 
horse," Rev. Mr. McCuaig stated. 
"It took from three to six months 
to cross the Atlantic, and only 
the more adventurous travelled 
to; other fields ns most of the! 
people lived, carried on their 
work, and died in the one com- 
munity." 
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The minister stated that nowa- 
days people cross the Atlantic In 
n few hours and circle the world 
in a few days. They have tun* 
netted the mountains and broken 
the barriers so that they are only 
a few hours distant from any 
land or community on the earth. 

News flashes from land to land 
nnd in this way people all over 
are sharing their thoughts and 
Ideas, whether good or evil, true 
or false, he said. 

"That what happens anywhere 
makes n difference everywhere is 
more evident today than ever 
before," continued the minister, 
youth shot a pistol in the sum- 
mer .of 1914 it mode a difference 



to the whole world. Even today 
the threat of Russia may bring 
disaster to our sons. 

"In tin's world, where people 
arc coming so dose together, wo 
must become a Christian brother- 
hood. The world's hope today is 
not in armaments but, as in any 
community or home, it lies in 
goodwill, mutual sympathy, and 
understanding. 

"We must Christianize the 
world or it will paganize us," 
contended the minister. 'Today 
we have on every hand all man- 
ner of faiths competing for our 
support nnd unless we Christian- 
ize the world and proclaim our 
faith and capture it for our 
truth, it is bound to he captured 
by some unworthy faith. 

"Until we catch the spirit of 
the Master and go forth In Ills 
light wo con't hope to accomplish 
anything in this world," he 
stated.

TOWN 



OF REST AND GLADNESS 

"Oh day of rest and gladness," 
the hymn-book said, and as it 
was written, so it was sung by 
the congregation of the United 
church on Sunday morning. And 
the minister quoted the line as a 
proper guide to Sunday behavior. 

Sitting in the church, listening 
to the voices of the singers, it 
seemed right to us that rest and 
gladness should fill the Sabbath 
day. 

But outside the church it seem- 
ed different. W e saw J' oun 6 
folk playing tennis, youngsters 
and oldsters motoring to picnics 
at the beach, and an assortment 
of people earnestly waving sticks 
on the golf course. It was very 
confusing. 

It might be a day of rest and 
gladness to the people sitting in 
the church pews, but out in the 
bright glare of the sun. it seemed 
an entirely different matter. 

Two things make it so: The fact 
that not everyone sits in a church 
pew on Sunday morning, and the 
fact that "rest" has a different 
meaning for different people. 

To church folk, "gladness" has 
a different meaning than for 
non-churchers. And "rest" means 
something different for the tan- 
ner than it does to the lawyer 
. . . the milkman may seek a 
different rest than would the 
office worker. 

So the Sunday world echoes to 
the gladness of the saxaphone 
and the gladness of the church 
choir. The Sunday world offers 
golf to the office worker and an 
easy chair to the truck driver. 
Nor will the scene be changed by 
law. 

If we were asked to frame in 
words the purpose of the Chis- 
tian church, we'd say it was to 
teach people to he Christians. 
Christians should need no law to 
teach them to observe the Sab- 
bath. The word's Day act will 
never make any man a better 
Christian, even if it takes a golf 
club or a tennis racquet away 
from him forever. It may be 
that better Christians could make 
a better Lord's Day act. 

Our personal opinion is that 
Sunday should be so spent as to 
enable the spender to return, fit 
and ready for work — mentally 
and physically — on Monday,.! 
Spiritually . . . well, wc should 
spenrl some time in what is term- 
ed worship on Sunday, because 
Sunday is the day most apt for 
worship. We can see no harm 
in a man "worshipping" every 
day of the week, however, and 
it is upon this that wc would like 
to see the church place more 
emphasis . . . then there might 
he no need for rulings on Sab- 
bath observance. 

OUR OLD HOME . . . WEAK? 

Collingwood has had its old 
home week and is reported to be 
happy about the whole fling. 
Collingwood people made whoo- 
pee and Collingwood merchants 
made money. 

Aurora has had its old home 
week and is reported to be as 
well as could he expected. 
Aurora people made moan and 
Aurora merchants were open for 
business ns usual. 

Aurora's old home week was 
not the success that Calling- 
wood's old home week was. The 
"why" can bo found in the his- 
tory of the jubilee association in 
Aurora: Fifty people attended 
the organization meeting, and 
about that number were appoint- 
ed to committees. After that, we 
doubt whether any further meet- 
ing had an attendance exceeding 
ten of those appointed. 

A number were appointed for 
leadership . . . and none accept- 
ed. Rather than see the town's 
50th anniversary go unobserved, 
Aurora's busiest man took on the 
job. lie carried it through, too. 
But he carried through almost 
alone. A few members helped 
and did what they could to make 
the affair a success. But the 
men who could have helped most 
—and the men who, incidentally, 
would have benefitted most- 
were absent from committee 
meetings. 

In spite of which, Aurora's 
jubilee was observed— fittingly 
and properly. That our jubilee 
wns not as great n success as it 
might have been is due, not to 
those who led . . . but to those 
who logged. 

Credit for the measure of suc- 
cess which Aurora's jubilee at- 
tained should go to our mayor 
and the few who stood by him. 
If the celebration foiled in any 
way, credit for its failure may 
properly be given to those who 
did nothing ... or worse— pre- 
sumed to criticize.
